1850 Henry L. Benners was elected President, and
was re-elected from year to year until the assign-
ment, Large sums were expended in advertising
and circmlating handbills and cireniars, showing the
ptability and permanency of the lustitution, amonnt
and security of investmeuts, rate of intereat pald in
gold and silver on Jemand, and absoluge gafety of
the institution, Depositors became numeroas, 1The

The acts by which the defendants were sald to
have made themselyves lable wera as follows : —

They paid up thelr stook subscriptions by giving
notes, which were saffered tolle over withoat re-
newals for many vears, and that some of them were
never pald bena pide in cash.

Some of them borrowed money from the company
on collaterals, in violation of thelr own repeated
regolutions, and in some (nstances took AWay por-
tions of their coliaterals without returoiog the
money borrowed,

The principal dealings with and dispositions ef the
money of depositors were illegal.

The expenses of the company were wasteful and
exiravagant.

Many of the investmenta forbidden by the charter,
and illegal, and others apparcently legal, negligently
and hastily made, or grew out of trausactions not

legal,

?)i\'ldends declared and pald when no profits were
earned, and over-valuations were made upon the
books to give an appearance of profit,

Directors falled to call in balance of stock subscrip-
tione, Necelved deposits after the company was
ingolvent, and continued to invite deposits by adver-
tisements up to the time of the assignment. Did
not make an assignment untll thousands of dollars
of the assats were wasted and Hitle or nothing re-
mained 1o be assigned,

A confusion in the books and acconnts was allowed
to prevall during the entire history of the company.

hat the transactlons were so involved and con-
nected that a statement of facts throwing light upon
gome of them often shows the existence of others.

The company commenced business in 1550, with
$450,000 cnplmi_mou shares at §50 per share, Nomi-
nally, the stofk was all subseribed for, but soon
after, ond helfore any assecssment, 760 shares were

transferred to the company. At date of ass ent
the company held 964 shares, September 20, 1550,
assessment of twenty cents per share to pay an in-
surance loss was made, and In October, 1550, a fur-

ther assessment of §9-++0 per share, payable in cash
or notes with collateral. Very little cash was re-
ceived, The first dividends were a rllml to the pay-
ment of these “‘stock notes,” $22,40190 was pald on
the stock of the company, up to December 1, 1853,
chiefly by dividends. After December 1, 1853,
Ygtock notes” were carried into bills receivable
account, and plaintifl cannot learn when they were
finally settled,

The company’s statements usually represent the
stock uupald at $200,000, but as the company held
nearly one thousand anares, the amount unpald did
not much exceed §160,000,

On January 2, 1554, the Finance Committee re-
solved to buy all the stock offered at §20, for §10 pald,
Unable to say how far this resolution was carrled
into effeot.

The rate of Interest to depositors was 4 per cent.
until December, 1851, when It was ralsed to 5 per
cent, If all the loans to the company after that date
had been at ¢ per cent, and there had been no
losges, {ta profits wonld have been 1 per cent.

I'rior 1o December, 1554, th@books were badly
kept, and a new set was opened Decombaer 1, 1804,

Stephen Coulter 18 a brother-in-law of the defen-
ant Ashton, s dealipgs with the company were
&t first small, but in December, 1883, $100,000 of the
bills receivable were his, After this time he was
employed, without restraint or responsibility, to use
the moneys of the company Lo carry on the business
of discounting bills at lllegal rates. Entries of his
trangactions In the books differed In different years,
ete. In the cash-book Coulter's note lr.pearn as the
note discounted, while in the bill-book his note some-
times appears, at other times the note of some
other pergon; but In all cases (t appeared ns a
discount on  account of Coulter, From
January 1, 1865, to September, 1857, the num-
ber of Coulter's notes increased, from that
time to July, 1868, they decreased, and then gradu-
ally Increased in, untll December, 1860, After
December 1, 1860, only fifteen notes were recelved,
none of which were Coulter's. When $he run com-
menced In_ 1588, the bills receivable were maloly
Coulter's. When the assignmont was made, none
of his notes 1:‘ppenr In the inventory. A large num-
beér of old and over-due notes appeared in the inven-
tory as assets of the company, which had pever ap-
l)enrml in the books before, or were entered as col-
aterals, Sala mvcnmr‘y was rrepnrull while Coal-
ter was assignee, probably by h
the company.

The memoranda of Counlter, in and after 1858,
show only a legnl rateé of loterest. But at jlong in-
tervais he rendered other me noranda admittiog re-
ceipts of extra interest.

are not technical trustecs cognizable only In equity,
(Hartridge va Hockwell, 1 R, M. Charleton, 200.)
The primary condition of direators 18 that of agents
or gratuitons mandates of the ration. (1 Par-
sons Eq., 940; Malsch vs Saving Fand, 5 Phil, 80;
Angol & Ames, supra.) But the law will ralse an
implied or resulting trust (n favor of stockholders
when it becomes necossary for the protection of the
rights of the iatter, but these Instances are always
exceptional. The plea of the statute will apply to
each separate act, and all prior to six years will be
barred anless there is fraud and coneealmont,

There ia no diMceulty in determining the guestion
of fraud and concealmeént, It urpem by the facta
reported that there was no actual frand whereby the
defendants sought to obtaln a personal advantage at
the expensge of the corporation, OUne fact I8 quite
cloar—that none of thesey defendants have ever
wade any profit out of thelir transactions which was
not common to all the stockholders. Whatever may
be sald of the propriety or pradence of thelr deal-
Ings with corporate funds, it cannot be deniad that
their actions were governed by an honest glesire to
make money for the corporatiou.

1he master has been unsble to Sad anything in
the history of the company, during the time covered
by this case, that ean avall to render any of the de-
fendants linble. 1f they were guilty of anything, it
was too much anxlety to make money for the com-
pany and to preserve [ts credit. The conclasion Is
that the plaintiif has no grouods for recovery, and
his bill must therefore be dlsmissed with costs,

The case will probably be argued at Nisl Prins
upoen exceptions o the master's report and finally
decided by the Supreme Conrt in bane,
